Parish History 


The Egertons are believed to have succeeded the original founders of the Betley Manor and the 
advowson of the Church also belonged to them in the 16th or 17th centuries. All these passed from 
them by sale to the Tollets, who were originally connected with the Navy, notable people and much 
beloved.

(2013) THE SEVENTEENTH CENTURY Nothing is known about the local impact of the Reformation. In the early 1600s the 
curate was Ralph Eaton (or Eyton), who was replaced in 1604 by a "pastor" Roger Barber.17 Barber presumably owed his 
position to the manorial lord Ralph Egerton (d. 1610), who left £100 to provide an annual income of £10 for a preaching 
minister and gave land for a house, and so secured Betley's separation from the mother church at Audley. Egerton also 
bequeathed £1 a year out of the tithes of Audley for the maintenance of Betley church, and in particular instructed his 
executors to 'repair' (possibly meaning to rebuild) the chancel.18 The new work was marked by an impressive wall 
monument for Ralph and his wife Frances, possibly commissioned by her as it stresses her lineage.19 In 1616 Frances also 
donated what was probably originally a three-decker pulpit, of which the bottom part survives.20 The gift of the pulpit may 
indicate that Frances Egerton had leanings towards puritanism: the curate William Paretree was presented in 1616 for 
administering communion to people who were not kneeling and for failing to read the Book of Common Prayer,21 and his 
successor from 1620, Ralph Hulme, was left an income as part of several bequests to preaching ministers in the area.1 
Surviving churchwardens' accounts, however, indicate compliance in the 1630s with the reforms of Archbishop Laud, such 
as fencing the churchyard and improving the communion furniture.2 Communion was then celebrated during Easter week 
(including Palm Sunday and Good Friday), at Whitsun, and at least on two other occasions during the year.3 In 1638 the 
parishioners also paid for a new steeple, which then had a peal of bells.4 Ralph Hulme died as minister in 1653 and may not 
have been replaced, although a new register was started when a parish clerk was appointed in 1657.5 William Catiline had 
been appointed by 1664 but he was succeeded in the later 1660s by Richard Bevington (or Babington),6 the curate in 1668 
when the ejected Presbyterian ministers Philip Henry and Edward Lawrence preached in Betley church.7 They may have 
been invited by another ejected minister, Richard Steele of Barthomley, who was then living at Betley.8 A Presbyterian 
meeting house was registered under the Declaration of Indulgence in 1672, but in 1676 only two nonconformists were 
recorded in the parish in comparison with 254 Anglicans.9 By the end of the century there were at least two Anabaptist 
families, the births of whose children were noted in the parish register in 1698 and 1706.10 While John Beech (d. 1684) was 
the curate the church was whitewashed with lime in 1681 and royal arms set up," and in 1690 a new steeple was erected 
apparently under the direction of a Nantwich carpenter, John Clowes,12 only to be blown down the following year and 
rebuilt in 1693.13 The decision to build, apparently promoted by the new minister Daniel Sutton, resulted in a large debt, 
which was later taken over by a Sandbach feltmaker, John Shaw, who had to be paid off by the diversion of charity money.14 
Perhaps because of this embarrassment Sutton, whose appointment had been made without the patron's consent, was 
replaced in 1694 by Nathaniel Williams,15 but in 1698 he too annoyed parishioners by presenting without the 
churchwardens' consent a detailed terrier listing the tithes and other offerings to which he laid claim.16 [VCH XI p119-120] 


Description of Church 


The church, is said to have been "one of the oldest in the county" but was largely rebuilt in 1610 
and 1713. It was restored and enlarged 1841-2 to designs by Scott & Moffatt

Ralph Hulme (parochial curate of Betley) c1579-1653 

Hulme, born about 1579, is of unknown parentage. He was probably only educated to literate 
grade. On 18 Sep 1619 he was ordained deacon by Lichfield at Eccleshall. By 27 Apr 1620 he was 
in office as parochial curate of Betley. In his will dated 8 Nov 1625 William Cleyton of Radwood in 
Maer gentleman bequeathed him £1 pa. In 1631 Hulme was cited in a Cheshire consistory court for 
preaching without a licence at Harthill (? in Cheshire), attacking cathedral chapters as 
unnecessary, requesting more sermons be preached, denigrating singers of morning and evening 
prayers and asserting that the Lord's Prayer was no more holy than other prayers. From 5 Feb 
1643.4 he continued at Betley as compliant minister. On 12 Dec 1646 the delinquent Randal 
Egerton of Betley esquire 1619-1681 settled £20 pa on Betley church. About 1649 it was said that 
Hulme's annual income was no more than £14 pa and that he had been for ?30 years "a painful 
preacher". A group of about 70 parishioners then requested that he be given the impropriation of 
the parish. Still in office he died, aged about 74, and was buried here on 3 Dec 1653. Hulme 
married about 1609 to Ann by whom he had 3 sons and 2 daughters.

He was presumably anglicanly ordained deacon and priest before after probable presentation by 
(the lord of the manor) Randal Egerton of Betley esquire 1619-1681 he was licensed parochial 
curate of Betley about 1663. He signed Betley parish register "Guliel Cataline, rector ibm" about 25 
Mar 1664. In 1665 he certified the hearth tax for Betley constablewick but was not assessed there. 
He had been replaced in office by 25 Mar 1667. Cataline may not have married. [NB: In 1667 
"William Cataline D.D." was said to be parochial curate of Horton. A William Catlin was vicar of 
Crambe, Yorks North Riding in 1641 and another William Catlin c1598-1673 was rector of 
Hargrave, Northants in the period 1623-1673.]
